It will be noted that the disaster occurred not as a 
consequence of a bombardment or other military attack 
either by the Allies or by the Germans, but as a con¬ 
st quence of the negligence of a German soldier 
and that in addition to 360 French civilians, 500

III. Procedure in Issuing Commission *3 Lists * 

In view of technical difficulties in duplicating proofs and the 
importance of publishing List? of War Orimiralo as soon as possible after 
their closing had been decided upon by Committee I, it was felt necessary to 
dispense in future with submitting draft Lists to the Commission for sanction 
^rior to printing them. 

Such a change in procedure would necessitate that the National 
Offices concerned would be requested in future to sign immediately after 
inspection of proofs special forms authorising the Secretariat to publish 
each current List, provided the necessary corrections were inserted. 

Then the Lists would be sent direct to the Stationery Office for printing 
and circulated without delay. The formal sanction of the Commission would 
be sought only after the printed Lists were circulated and any further 
corrections and amendments made by the Commission would be inserted in each 
subsequent List. 

As the Committee agreed to the above proposal made by the Chairman, 
Monsieur de Baer took upon himself to submit the matter to the Commission that 
afternoon for its consideration and approval.

In connection with this matter Major ?\NE2£1IX informed the 
Committee of his conversations with the British Authorities in Germany on 
his recent visit to that country, and of the difficulties they were 
experiencing in checking tne identity of persons held by them against all 
previous Lists of War Criminals circulated by the Commission. 

With a view to solving the difficulties encountered, Major 
FANDERLIK submitted whether it would not be possible in future to publish 
the Commission’s Lists in alphabetical order of names instead of dividing 
them into sections according to the countries submitting charges, as has 
been the practice hitherto, and stated that a letter to this effect had 
already been sent to the United Nations War Grimes Commission by Colonel 
HARRISON. 


Dr. MAYR-HARTING pointed out that if the Lists were arranged 
alphabetically it would, of course, save work for the War Crimes 
Investigating Units onthe one hand, but add more difficulties to the 
National Offices on the other. 

After seme discussion 9ir Robert CRAIGIE suggested that Colonel 
HALSE who is shortly proceeding to Germary could point out that while the 
Commiiiaion would be ready to adopt the idea of arranging Lists in 
alphabetical order only, this would create difficulties for the National 
Offices and that a card index arranged by the Investigating Units might 
meet the requirements. 

M. de BAER also suggested that Colonel HAISE should be asked by 
the Committee to investigate all the difficulties on the spot and then 
kindly report to the Committee in order tc arrive at a solution. This 
was agreed to. 

IV. Closing of the 41st List of War Criminals . 

The Ccmmittee decided to issue the new Commission List (No.4l) of 
German War Criminals. This would include cases aocepted by the Committee up 
to the 19 th July 1946 inclusive.

At the request of Dr. Szorer, the Polish representative, 
the Chairman rr.-c >:v.l i\ /jonoml discussion on tho above oaces. 
consideration of which was adjourned in the Meeting of 9th May 1946 
(Minutes No. 60). After having summarised the main points of the 
previous discussion, M. do Baer asked Dr. Lachs whether the Polish 
Government was prepared to sponsor the cases* 

DR. LACHS: Yes. All cases originally received by the Commission 

from the Jewish Agency had been handed over to the Polish representative 
on the Commission and after investigation it was found that certain 
of the cases concerned crimes committed on territories which were 
no longer Polish territories. This being so the Jewish Agency 
was asked to withdraw such cases, which they did, and submitted them 
to the Soviet prosecutor in Nuremberg. 

There remained now 296 cases which mainly concerned crimes 
committed on Polish territory but also concerned several crimes 
committed in Czechoslovakia, Germany, and Hungary, which the Polish 
National Office thought should be included because they concerned 
Polish nationals as victims. The material was then submitted to 
the Conmittec in the original form together with the attached list 
of accused compiled by the National Office* 

In reverting to the question which had been in abeyance 
for so long the Polish National Office submitted that the Comnittee 
accept the cases on the understanding that they had been 
transmitted by the Commission to the Polish Government which accepted 
them as b^ing true and accepted the statements contained in those 
cases as corresponding with reality. They were nor/ sponsored by 
the Polish Government, 

SIR ROBERT CRA1GIE: It was not only a question of sponsoring 

but of having to go into each case in order to be satisfied with MU. v*Uc

DR. LACHS: That was practically impossible. Of course the 

National Office cannot bear full responsibility for these cases but 
it had been assumed, until the contrary was proved, that all the 
evidence submitted by the Jewish Agency was correct and corresponded 
with facts, the more so as several persons had already been listed 
by the Commission on other Polish charges. This being so the 
Polish Government sponsor them, not accepting one hundred per cent 
responsibility , but submitting them as cases worthy of consideration. 

M. DE BAER. So far as this Ccrrdttee could go would be to list 
them on *5* in view of tho fact that the Government vhich was present¬ 
ing the cases cannot really accept one hundred per cent 













responsibility fox’ accuracy or truthfulness of statements* 

SIR ROBERT CRAIGIE: There was an alternative method. Could 

not the National Office go through them and pick out the worst oases - 
say 50, which could be supported by other evidence now in possession 
of the National Office, and then the Committee would be prepared to 
consider the charges seriously, but it would not be correct for this 
Cor,nit tee to consider oharge3 made by the Jewish Agency with that 
degree of reservation which Dr* Lachs submitted, 

LIEUT. KINTNER supporting Sir Robert Craigie, said that the 
National Office should be prepared to vouch for all the statements* 

There should be files and valuable information in the Polish National 
Office which would in some measure verify these particular charges* 

If that was done the Committee would have no further difficulty* 

DR. AUYR-IiARTING also agreed with Sir Robert Craigie* The 
practice of the Committee was based on the fact that they accept faots 
stated by a Government Agency without going into the question of 
whether the statements arc correct or not, and it would be dangerous 
to do the sane with statements of facts of a more or less unofficial 
Agency. A Government has the possibility of going into tba evidence 
and after it is satisfied that the evidence is sufficient, it 
submits a case. Even if a case is put on *S* there is a clear 
statement of facts by the Government. Itwould be valuable if the 
Polish National Office could go into the cases and establish the 
facts as far as possible independently, if only in a limited 
number of them.

DR. LACHS: Frum the purely legal point of view the Committee 

would appreciate that interrogation of witnesses, unless conducted 
by an official body cannot be taken as one hundred per cent true* 

Those witnesses v/hich form the material were interrogated by a 
rpocial Commission set up by the Jewish Agency for interrogating 
those who escaped from Poland. In order to vouch one hundred per 
cent one would have to interrogate all those persons over again in 
Palestine, which is out of the question. 

Thore-t/as a possibility of accepting these statements as 
bona fide statements in view of the fact that they bear a similarity 
with other crimes. There was no doubt that those crimes could have 
been committed and bore similarity of treatment accorded to Jews in 
Poland during; the war. The Polish Government felt that if the 
Commission did not list those cases there may be ill-feeling among

He pointed out, however, that at a meeting held a long time ago with 
the representatives of Jewish bodies they were advised to bring up 
cases before the Commission and promised that this Commission would 
do what it could, and perhaps, now, it would be going back on what 
was said at that time. 

Further consideration of this matter was adjourned to 
September and the Secretary was charged with preparing a memorandum 
on the whole subject discussed with Jewish representatives and the 
conclusions arrived at in the meeting referred to by M. de Baer. 


IV. Closing of fr?ud List of War Criminals . 

The Committee decided to issue a new Commission List (No.42) 
of German war criminals. Thi3 would include cases accepted by the 
Committee up to the 31st July 1946 inclusive.

B. Procedure in preparing future Commission's Lists . 

Ad. A. With a view to solving the difficulties 
encountered by the apprehending authorities in checking the identity 
of persons held by them against all previous Lists of war criminals 
issued by the Commission (see Minute No. 6?), it was decided to 
issue as soon as practicable a general Alphabetical Index of war 
criminals. This would cover all the 40 Lists published by the 
Commission up to now, but should not be a repetition of the Lists, 
but a kind of directory showing only names of persons listed, their 
rank and official position and nationality, as well as all necessary 
reference to the Commission 1 s Lists. As the proposed Index would 
probably include about 1000 pages it was suggested to p u blish it 
• in four or five volumes. 


...d. B. With the same purpose in view, it was also 
decided that all future Commission's Lists should be arranged in one 
alphabetical order only instead of dividing them into sections 
according to countries submitting charge's .and categories of 
classification, as had been the practice hitherto. In order, however, 
to preserve the 1 interests of the National Offices, each List will be 
preceded by a reference section showing by which countries the 
persons listed therein are wanted. 


VI. Dates of next Meetings . 

The Committee adjourned until August 15th, 1946, .and decided 
that the subsequent Meeting would be held on August 29th, 1946.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE referred to Document C. 82, of 12th March, 134S 
which clearly showed the original intention of the Ocmmiagion when deciding to 
classify oertain persons and units as ”Suspects*• As far as ho understood, 

that reoomnendation had fallen into abeyance so far as the military, 
authorities were concerned, as in actual practice no distinction now seemed 
to be made between persons listed as War Criminals and those listed as 
Suspects, the latter being surrendered on demand in the same way as the footer. 
He thought this practice undesirable in view of the fact that the Committee 
takes a good deal of trouble in making such distinction. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE proposed, therefore, that the Caimission should 
remind the military holding authorities that Suspects should simply be 
detained as the evidence at present available is incomplete. They should 
be surrendered only when the National Offices concerned have forwarded 
further evidence direct to the holding authorities, which satisfies them that 
the persons should, in fact, be surrendered. 

Dr. MAYR-HARTING agreed that it was unsatisfactory for the 
Commission to differentiate between war Criminals and Suspects when in 
actual practice there was no difference, but doubted whether it would be 
dosirablc to diminish the value of the present list of Suspects by advising 
the authorities concerned that such persons should not be surrendered. He 
entirely agreed with Sir Robert Craigie*s proposal, however, in so far as 
future list3 of suspected nersons were concerned. 


Dr. MAYR-HARTING further pointed out the difficulty with -which the 













* 
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military authorities wore and would be confronted, in that they did not know 
..the' facts which had to be investigated before surrender was possible. When 
this questab'n had been raised with investigating teams at a time when no one 
knew how the military authorities weuJ ’ .react to the different lists, It vras 
revealed that the difference between ’./or Criminals and Suspects was not 
generally known. It would be necessary, therefore, to state in the 
Conmission Lists specifically the faots which must be investigated before 
surrender was possible. 


M. de BAER said that the Governments had, of course, difficulties 
in carrying out proper investigations during and Immediately after the war, 
and the Coirmi3sion had to make allowance in that respect, but now that so 
much more evidence was available and investigating teams were given every 
facility, the practice with regard to the listing of Suspects should be very 
much> tightened up.

IV. Poli sh Case No, 3018. involving 296 individual charges. prepared 
by the Jewish Agency for Palestine* 

(Continuati o n of general d iscussion ),. 

Dr, S3EESR, after summarising the main points of the 
previous discussions on the above case (Minutes No. 60 and 69 ). 
stated that, after contacting the London representative of the Jewish 
Agency, he had reported the case in great detail to Warsaw, where 
his Government had referred it to the Central Commission for 
Investigation of Gorman War Crlines in Poland, He was now 
instructed to endorse all the charges contained in the case. 


Sir Robert CRAIGI3 pointed out that it was important to 
know exactly what was -inferred by the word '‘endorse’’His own 
suggestion had been that the Polish National Office should only 
present those cases in which it would be possible to investigate 
for itself the facts alleged therein, in order to be quite 
satisfied with the validity of the charges. The mere fact of 
’’endorsing" the charges without specific investigation did not 
seem to alter the situation. The Polish National Office should 
be prepared to out forward the cases on its own beh:lf and not 
simply ort behalf of an unofficial body; so that all statements 
would need to be substantiated to the offect that certain crimes 
had, in fact; been ccunittod, or that documentary evidence was in 
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the possession of the Polish National Office ; 

Monsieur de BAER 3 aid that if Dr. Szerer's proposal was 
accepted, the Committee, when examining the cases, would have to bear 
in mind the fact that they were investigated by an unofficial agency 
and not by a National Office, and great care would need to be 
exercised in deciding each case on its merits. 

Dr. SZERER said that the Polish National Office proposed to 
present only those cases concerning concentra.tion camp atrocities 
and the like which were already notorious. 

The Committee agreed to consider such cases presented by the 
Polish National Office, on the above reservations as proposed by Sir 
Robert Craigie. 

The Committee further decided that it would be prepared to 
accept about twenty cases at a time. There being only one copy of 
each case, Dr. Szerer undertook to do what he could to have them 
duplicated for distribution to members of the Committee.

General MARINOV* s case - Memorandum and Documents submitted

In considering the prooedure to be adopted with regard to the 
Memorandum and documents submitted by General Marinov, Sir Robert 
CRAIGIE reminded members that the matter had first cane to the attention 
of the Canmittee when the Control Ccninission in Sofia had transmitted a 
document to the United Kingdan Foreign Office in London, and,presumably, 
to the State Department in Washington. The document appeared to bo 
identical with Annex 1 enclosed with General Marinov's Memorandum. The 
United Kingdom Foreign Office had taken the view that as the 
document submitted to it contained offensive imputations against a member 
Government of the United Nations, it was not in an appropriate form for 
official transmission to the Ccranission. The Foreign Office had there¬ 
fore proposed to the United States Government that the document be 
returned to Sofia with the suggestion th.it all imputations as to the 
motives which actuated the Greek Government in putting forward the 
charges should be eliminated, and only when the document was re-submitted 
and confined strictly to facts would the Foreign Office be prepared to 
transmit it to the United Nations War Crimes Commission. 


Colonel SPRINGER said he had not heard as yet what were the 
views of the State Department. 


Sir Robert CRAIGIE went on to say that what the Canmittee had 
to decide vas the procedure wliich should be adopted with regard to 
General Marinov’s letter addressed to the Chairman of the Canmission* 

The letter itself contained even more offensive imputations as to the 
motives of the Greek Government. He would suggest that the same lino 
of action should be adopted as that taken by the United Kingdom and the 
United States Governments, and that if the two Governments decided to 
return the documents for the reasons already mentioned, then the 
Chairman of the Commission should be advised to do likewise. 

Dr. MAYR-HARTING said that ho agreed with the proposal on 
the whole. If, on the other huid, the Canmission went so far as to 
say that il would be prepared to examine statements made by General 
Marinov if they wore confined strictly to facts, then it seemed to him 
only fair that the accused should oc acquainted with all the points contained 
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in the actual Greek charge against him, if not already known 
to him. lie accrued that it would be creating a precedent, but, after nil,, 
a precedent would even be asserted in going so far as to give General 
Marinov the opportunity of looking his statement to the Commission. 


Sir Robert CR/.IGIE observed tliat the possibility of sending 
a copy of the charge v/ould require very careful consideration on the 
part of the Commission, as well as the authority of the Greek 
Government itself. It was not the function of the Commission to 
supply the accused with copies of charges submitted by member 
Governments. On the other hand, the Caniission should surely bo 
prep/vred to give a hearing tc anyuru. desirous of refuting the charges 
against him.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE referred to the discussion which had taken 
place at the Commission n»eting the day previously-between 
representatives of CROWCASS and members of the Commission, The 
Ocninission had been told that as from List 17 orwards CROWCASS had 
not automatically transferred the names from those Lists on to its own 
Wanted Lists, the reason given being that the Commission Li'ts did not 
contain all the information which should appear in the Wanted Reports - 
in particular, descriptions of individuals. The question had been 
raised as to whether or not it would be praotioable for Committee I 
to request the National Offioes always to give descriptions of individuals 
where known, and whether, m that oase, such descriptions could be 
included in the Commission Lists, 


Sir Robert thought it important that the names contained 
in the Commission Lists should be included automatically and promptly 
in CROWCASS Wanted Lists. On the other hand, t\s was not quite sure 
whether, in the great majority of the cases that came before the 
Committee, Wanted Reports were,being sent to CROWCASS by the National 
Offioes,

The first step, therefore, was to find out from the National 
Offices whether they were submitting to CROWCASS Wanted Reports of the 
individuals charged in their case3. If such was found to be the 
general practice, tbs next step would be to find out from CROWCASS 
whether a record was being made, with regard to those Wanted Reports, 
that such persons are listed by the United Nations War Crimes 
Commission, 


M, de BAER referred to his visit to CROWCASS more than a 
year ago in order to make similar investigations. It was then the 
practice to incorporate all the names from the Ccnmission Lists into 
the CROWCASS Lists, The Caimission had been informed that Wanted 
Reports were essential before any action could be taken, and so all 
National Offices had been advised to send in Wanted Reports, The 
Caimission might perhaps take up this work itself and send in Wanted 
Reports of all persons charged on its Lists, 


Mile, CAPIOMONT .said that as regards French cases there was 
very rarely any detailed information as was required in Wanted 
Reports, 

Major FANDERLIK 3 aid his experience was that unless detailed 
description was given - for instance, date - of birth - CROWCASS did 
not pursue their investigations. 


Dr, MAYR-HARTING agreed with the proposal that the National 
Offices should be askud whether or not they submitted Wanted Reports. 
So far as the Czechoslovak National Office was concerned a Wanted 
Report was filed in every case, and if that wqs also the practice of 
all other National Offices then it was obviously quite unnecessary 
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to include descriptive details in the Commission Lists. All countries 
which had investigation teams made a praotice of filing Wanted Reports. 

• • 

Dr, LITAW3KI pointed out that the National Offices had been 
repeatedly requested to send in Wanted Reports to CROWS ASS. It did 

’ not follow from that, however, that CROWCASS should disregard the 
Gonmission Lists, and all persons listed therein should automatically 
be filed by CROWCASS* In many cases, whore detailed, descriptive 
information was not known, Wanted Reports would not supply CROWCASS 
with any additional information than that contained in the Commission 
Lists. 

M. de BAER raised a point of practical procedure as regards 
classification* CRO’XASS could not classify the names appearing in 
the Cemission Lists unless Wanted Reports were actually written out. 

Colonel SPRINGER said that it seemed to him to be a matter 
of co-ordinating the two separate activities of the Commission and 
• of CROXASS. At the moment CROWCASS simply filed the Commission 
Lists and nothing further was done* There were two reasons for that: 
Firstly, the Commission lists were marked "Secret", and in the United 
States Army suoh docunehts were regarded as strictly confidential and 
none of their oontents oould be divulged* Nearly all CROWCASS' staff 
consisted of Germans, and Germans were prohibited from handling 
secret papers. Secondly, the complaint had been made that the 
Commission Lists did -not contain sufficient information and 
descriptive matter. The need for secrecy having been removed,he 
suggested that before CROWCASS accepts a Wanted Report they should 
enquire whether the particular case has been plaoed before and accepted 
by the Commission. 

s 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE thought Colonel Springer's proposal 
could be taken a step further. First of all, the National Offioes 
should be asked direotly whether they were filing Wanted Reports 
with CROWCASS, and, if suoh was the case, whether the Wanted Reports 
were sent in at the some time as the cases were submitted to the 
Commission, or whether they were sent in after the individuals 
have been listed. 

Assuming that Wanted Reports were submitted, it would be 
desirable if CROXASS ohecked them with the Commission Lists to see 
whether there was for any individual listed a corresponding Wanted 
Report, v If there was a Wanted Report, a record should be made that 
suoh a person appears also on the Commission Lists. If there was 
no Wanted Report, then CROXASS itself should add the name to il-v 
its Wanted Lists. Such procedure would not impose ai\y additional 
burden either on CROWCASS or on the Commission, and it would avoid 
duplication of work. 

Major FANDERLIK made the further suggestion that, in the 
case of Wanted Reports filed after such persons have been listed by 
the Commission, the fact that they have been listed should aotually 
be stated on the Wanted Reports. 

The Ccumittec agreed to a3k the National Offices for 
information as suggested by Sir Robert Craigie and to adjourn further 
disoussion until after the replies from the National Offices wore 
received.

There were several 
camps of this type in Norway, and one or two of 
them WEre set aside for Yugoslavs who were brought 
over from Yugoslavia for the express purpose of 
being killed in these camps. The National 
Office has also statements from the Norwegian 
guards in the camps and reports from other sources 
showing all crimes canmitted therein, . There is 
also evidence that Yugoslav prisoners were shifted 
from prisoner of war camps to penal camps for the 
purpose of killing them there and-the aocused took 
part in the killing.

If a person, accused cf r pturticrlar war crime, (e.g, murder), was 
described in the charge 'ey ids function, which made him fall under one 
of the groups declared crininal by the Nuremberg Judgement, (e.g. member 
of the S.D r iviuleitor) then the charge contained the facts of and implied 
two crimes: the particular ci’imc (murder) uid the crime of aiding and 
abetting war crimes by having been a member of a criminal organization. 

If in ouch a case the Oanmittee found that additional information as to 
the particular crime charged was necessary, it could adjourn the case as 
to that crime, but immediately list the accused for the second crime 
implied in the charge, namely for committing a war crime by being a member 
of a criminal organization, provided, of course, that the facts brought 
before the Committee established riiia facie evidence that the accused 
knew of the criminal purposes oi' the organization. 


Dr, MAYR-li-HTING said that the question raised by Dr, SCHY/ELB 
concerned more the National Offices than this Committee and the fact that 
a prima faci e case of a particular crime had not been established 
against a certain accused does certainly not justify his being put on 
the List for none other reasor, 


Monsieur do BACR pointed out that Dr- 3CHWELB* s proposal might 
bring up the general question of whether the Commission should list 
persons only lx «uxse of their membership in criminal organizations and 
such a proposition might lend to a review of Lists 7 and 9*

IV. Request of G. MAD OR I; listed by Yugoslavia. (Doc. l/7l) . 

Monsieur de BAER gave first a summary of the Yugoslav charge 
364 and read the relevant paragraph in which Dr. Madori, Manager of the 
Broadcasting Station in Ljubljana, had been charged as a war criminal 
for wanton destruction of property. The case had been accepted by the 
Committee on 28th November 1944# and the name of the aocused appeared 
in List No. 2. 

The Memorandum.before the Committee, fran Madori'a Solicitors, 
oamplained that their client had been kept in custody since June 1945 
without a ny aotion being taken, and requested either to grant him a 
temporary release or to make a quick examination of the .accused's case. 
Monsieur de Baer submitted that the. matter was an important one, involving 
as it did, a question of policy. .

Dr. MEZULlC said that he did not know why Madori had not been 
handed over to the Yugoslav authorities, as it was the general rule that 
as soon as a person was listed by the Carmission his surrender was 
requested automatically. Dr, Mezulid promised to obtain information 

on this point for the Committee,

Sir Robert CRAIGIE observed that according to the Memorandum it 
seemed that Madori never had anything to do with propaganda, but was 
concerned only with the administrative and cultural side of the work, in 
which case his position would certainly not have made him responsible for 
an action such as the burning of a library. 

Monsieur de BAER remarked that the Memorandum said nothing 
about the burning of a library, so it seemed that Madori had not known that 
herns charged for that orime. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that if such was the case the account 
hardly seemed to imply that he might have been connected with an action 
of that kind, although it was possible, of course, that his account 
contained errors and emissions. The issue seemed to be this: that if 
the Yugoslav National Offioe had asked for Madori to be listed merely 
in virtue of his position as head of the Radio Station but had no 
direct evidence of his participation in the burning down of tlie library, 
therv the Canmittee should consider very seriously whether Madori should 
retmnin on the Oaimission's Lists. If, on the other hand, there was 
sufficient evidence to prove that ho had been definitely connected with 
tfcle crime, then it seemed that he must remain in custody ’until he was 
^brought up for trial. He thought, therrf>re, that the Committee would be 
quite justified in asking the National Office to produce more evidence in 
this case and in requesting the production of affidavits in connection 
with the crime allegedly committed by Madori# On the other hand, the 
National Office, when re-considering the case in the light of further

evidence such as that contfiined in the Memorandum , might wish to modify 
or even withdraw the caso« 

Dr. MEZULId asked whether the Commission was competent to change 
any decision previously made by it. It seemed to him to bo a matter 
for the Court to decide, when trying the accused. 

Monsieur do BAER replied that so long as a person had not been 
charged before a Court the Commission could remove his name from its Lists 
if it had definite proof that the person was in no way connected with the 
orime alleged. 

Major EANDERLIK suggested that the Yugoslav National Office 
should also be asked whether any Wanted Report had ever been filed with 
OROWCASS. 


Monsieur de BAER said that raised another point: what was to 
happen when a National Office failed to send in a V/anted Report for a 
war orindnal listed by the Commission, and showed a complete lack of 
interest in a person whom it had aocused. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that so far as he wa3 concerned he 
would support any recommendation, at tho right moment, that a person listed 
should be released if a Wanted Report was not issued within a reasonable 
time by the National Office concerned. 

Dr. LITAWSKI observed that from the Memorandum it appeared that 
there had been sane contact in this matter between the Yugoslav authorities 
and the Allied military authorities in Italy. 

It was decided to adjourn further consideration in order that the 
National Office mignt be asked to produce definite evidence, particularly 
in the form of affidavits, showing Madori*s complicity in the burning 
down of the library; and to establish whether the surrender of Madori 
had been requested by . Yugoslavia. 

In the meantime the Secretary-General was asked to .jcknowledge 
receipt of the letter, saying that the matter would be given early 
attention. 


V. Prio rity lasts, 


The Committee considered Sir Robert Craigie's proposal to 
introduce separate lists including only those cases where the crimes 
had been particularly serious and therefore deserving the special 
attention of the investigating teams on the Continent. The List would 
include persons to be listed in the future, but also ary persons already 
listed whan the National Offices requested and the Committee thought 
deserving of speedy apprehension and trial. 


The question arose as to whether each Government represented 
on the Corrunission should submit a limited number of names in which they 
were particularly interested, or whether it should be left to the 
Committee to decide. The former was rejeoted for two reasons: that 
there was bound to be some discrepancy between the types of cases and 
degree of criminality which each of the seventeen Governments might 
submit; and the number of names thus listed would be too large, so 
defeating the whole purpose of keeping the list restricted to most 
important cases only. Sir Robert CRAIGJE suggested about twenty-five 
















names as a sufficient number, which would not be unduly burdensome to the 
/tilled investigating teams. 

Dr, LITAWSKI drew attention to the fact that thu National 
Offioes had already been asked to submit to tno Commission. 1 , *.•* particular- 
important cases, and so far a reply had been received only from the ^ 

Belgian National Office, He suggested that th, Natioiial Offices be 
reminded of the former recommendation. On receipt of these names the 
Ocmmittee itself could screen them for tile most serious casus involved. 


The Carmittee deoided, therefore, to introduce a Priority List 
to contain not more than 20-30 names at a time, and which would include 
names already listed as well as thosu to be listed xn the future. The 
Committee itself would be responsible for deciding which names were to be 
put on the List. As soon as thu List contained sufficient number of names 
it will be sent to the apprehending authorities for action.

Sir Robert CRAIGIE believed there were a few detained on the 
basis of the Commission Lists alone, and sane who had been arrested on 
other grounds - for example, where there was definite local evidence of 
a person having committed a crime* 

Major FANDERLIK added that there were also a number of so- 
callod Security Suspects. 

Sir Robert CRAIGXE suggested that the apprehending authorities 
might be asked to inform the Commission of any oase that came to their 
notioc where a person had been held in custody for a long time purely on 
the ba&is of the Commission Lists, and where no action had been taken by 
the national authority accusing him - in other words, when no Wanted 
Report had been submitted. The Ocnmittee oould then review the oaoe 
and eventually inform the military authorities that so far as the 
Commission was concerned there appeared to be no reason why such a 
person should not be released. 

The principle of keeping persons in custody indefinitely was 
most undesirable and should certainly be avoided* . Such procedure was 
quite liable to bring serious oritioiaa upon the Commission.

II. General Marinov^ Case (Poo3. l/72, l/73. 1/74. 1/75) . 

. j. Mw de BAER re-opened the discussion with particular reference 
to additional evidence v/hich had been 3 utrnitted by the Greek Government 
(Doc. 1/74). From that evidence it appeared that General Marinov had 
placed a certain Bulgarian, Lt. Col. Tchaneff, in command of the regiment 
which took part in military operations in the district of Kastoria in 
January 1944* It was Tchaneff’s forces who actually committed the 
atrocities which apparently were so terrible that even th<- German 
occupation authorities were alarmed, and ordered the departure from Greek 
soil of the Bulgarian regiment. M. de.Baer asked whether Colonel 
Tchaneff had been charged as a war criminal, in view of the fact that it 
was he who was directly n;sponsible for the crimes committed. 

M* DIMITSAS replied that Tchaneff had not been charged as 
yet, but a case against him was in preparation and would be brought before 
the*"Commission in the near future* 

In reply tc the question as to whether there* was any 
definite statement by Tchaneff himself declaring that while his unit was 
under Go naan Command he still continued to receive instructions from

Marinov, M. Dimitsas replied that the Greek Government so far only had 
the evidence of witnesses. 

. M. de BAER said that the logical conclusion one would draw 
from the evidence as it 3 tood would be that Marinov ordered Tchaneff, 
who in turn ordered his officors, to commit the atrocities referred to. 
On the other hand, there was no definite proof that Tchaneff did 
receive direct orders from Marinov, who himself had denied that he had 
had any contact with the unit, (Doc. l/73* page 2, para. 5) •»

On this.point Dr. LITAVSKI drew attention to para. VI. of 
Doc. l/7V, in whioh it was stated that it was on Marinov's initiative 
that an agreement was reached with the German authorities by which he 
.himself would send reinforcementa to the Germans, and units under his 
command would take part in the military action. 

M. DIMITSAS added that there was dearly a difference of 
action between the German and Bulgarian military authorities during the 
expedition, in that the Germans did not commit any crimes whereas the 
Bulgarians cjid. 

M. do BAER, referring to page 9, para. (B) of Doc. l/74> 
asked whether the order of tire day issued by Tchaneff was available. 


M. DIMITSAS replied in the negative, adding that all documents 
had been destroyed, and the only evidence was that given by witnesses. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE asked on whose evidence tlie Greek 
Government had based the charge that Marinov continued to give orders 
to the regiment under Tchaneff.

M. DIMITSAS replied that it was on the evidence of 
Kaltcheff and Ravalli. 


Sir Rohert CRAIGIE said that he did not find ar^ything very 
convincing against the continuation of Marinov's control over .the 
regiment once it had been put under German Command, and suggested that 
the Greek case should be strengthened on that point. It was important 
to have as direct and satisfying evidence as possible that the regiment 
aid remain under Marinov's control, or, if not under his control, that 
at least Marinov continued to give orders of sane kind to Tchaneff.

M. de BAER added that there was no doubt that murders and 
• . massacres had been committed, but there was not sufficient evidence to 
show that Marinov was personally responsible for these crimes. He 
thought that one could assume from the evidence that Marinov was carrying 
.ut a policy which aimed at -the future annexation of Western Macedonia 
to Bulgaria by the extermination of Greek national sentiment, but that in 
itself need not involve the commission of war crimes, raid it was 
necessary, therefore, to prove that the atrocities cemmitted were an 
integral part of that policy. 


Sir Robert CRAIGIE was of the opinion that it was necessary to 
have further evidence that Marinov remained in touch with Tchaneff

while the Bulgarian regiment was under Gorman command, and consequently 
that his activitius were not merely confined to* general instructions to 
prepare the way for the annexation of V r estem Macedonia, but that he 
fully approved the methods by wld-ch this was te be achieved - namely, 
the commission of atrocities.

bore sole responsibility. Experinece would seem to weight against 
Marinov having any further control over Tchaneff. In addition to 
asking for further evidence that Marinov still remained in contact 
with, and gave orders to, Tchaneff, perhaps further evidence could 
be brought to show that before the .unit was detached, Marinov had 
issued seme specific orders to Tchaneff. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that his own personal views on the 
matter were, that so far as military operations were concerned the 
unit was under German Conmand, but the probabilities were that Marinov • 
who obviously had an interest in the political situation and may 
have been acting on the instructions of the Bulgarian Goverrment, 
continued to take a keen political interest in the events, which, in 
view of what was happening in the country generally, meant the commission 
of atrocities in order to bring about the political results desired by 
Bulgaria, In order to prove that, however, it was important to 
have priraa facie evidence. f ; 

There was, however, a second question - Marinov's connection 
with the cornitadjis. Sir Robert CRAIGIE thought the evidence in 
this connection was stronger. It seemed clear that Marinov had contacts 
with, or even control of, the irregular elements and received pex’sonal 
reports from members of the coni tad jis from time to time. There 
seemed good evidence, too, that Marinov did go to Kastoria with the 
object of trying to further increase Bulgarian control over the area 
for political purposes* There would appear to be something suspicious 
about Marinov's denial of any visit to Kastoria, followed by his 
admission that he paid just one visit as a tourist. It would be 
desirable, however, to strengthen still further the case on this point, 
as there was conflicting evidence even with regard to the visit 
mentioned. There were contradictory reports as to who was present at 
the meeting, and also with regard to the speech which Marinov was 
reported to have made. 


M. DIMITSAS thought it would be easier to strengthen the 
evidence on the second question than on the first. M. DIMITSAS drew 
attention to the fact that Marinov wa3 suspected of having been to Kastoria 
at other times, but the Greek Government had not been able to confirm this. 
Certainly a person or persons of high rank frequently went to the area. 

Dr. LITAWSKI observed that even if different military persons 
had visited the area, it was unlikely that Marinov would not have known 
the purpose of such visits, as the persons.in question came frun 
Monastir, Marinov's headquarters.

Dr* NEUMANN also felt that there should be n.ore direct evidence 
as to the link between crimes committed and Marinov 1 s direction of them* 

The Committee decided to adjourn further discussion on the case 
for three weeks, and the Greek National Office was asked to produce 
further evidence on the following points: That Marinov remained in touch 

with and gave specific directions to Tchaneff while his unit was 
operating under Gcrkan Command; that Marinov nut unly directed a general

Dr. LITA'JSKI reported that a cable from B.A.O.R. had. been 
received asking whether the Commission had any objection to.the release of 
Dr. Geissler, since he was listed in the Commission's List 9* This 
request had apparently been made by the Control Commission which proposed 
to release him subject to certain restrictions of movement and political 
''ctivity. So far no charges against him had been made by any National 
Office. 


M. de BAER said that Geissler was listed because he was considered 
to be a key-man in virtue of his position, and although the attention of 
the Governments had been dra\/n to this fact no charges against him had 
been preferred.

M. do BAER 3aid that he hid exauined the question most careful!^, 
and it sechied to him that the Coraaission 1 s jurisdiction over crimes 
CO:ad.tied in Ethiopia was primarily a question of policy which did not 
coLio within thu scope of Coianittee I. It was a question to be 
referred to the Coi.adssion, and one on which ne bers v;ould wish to 
ascertain the opinion of thoir respective Governments. There were, 
Moreover, two different points of viev; to be considered. On the 
one hand, there was the case of the 3ino-Japanese war. At the Con¬ 
ference on 20th October, 1943, at which the Commission was fon.ally 
constituted, thu Chinese Government had reserved the right to decide 
the period of tine which its own investigations should cover owing to 
the fact that China had been continuously at war for sor.iu vo irs prior 
to 1939. On the other hand, in the case of the Itolo-Ajjyssinian war, 
there was a period of about three years between the terminating of 
that war anti thu beginning of the Second World V/ ir.

Dr. LITA’TSKI explained that the Conference had merely taken note 
of the statement, but no formal decision had been made. In point 
of fact, however, the Par Eastern and Pacific Sub-Coni dssion had taken 
t is reservation into account and listed Japanese war criiinals for 
crimes coi.xd.tted prior to 1939, as in the case of the Sino-Japanesc 
war there had been a continuous state of military operations between 
the beginning of that war and the beginning of the Second World War. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE 3aid that while he fully agreed with the 
Chairuqn's proposal, he night take the opportunity of pointing out 
that thu view of the United Kingdon Government was that the Commission 
had originally been set up to deal with crimes arising out of the late 
war, and therefore bo far as the United Kingdom Government was 
concerned it was hot considered desirable that the Commission should 
go back as far as the Italo-Abyssinian war.

Mr, KINTNER said that it appeared to him that the Greek 
Government had submitted somewhat compelling evidence to substantiate the 
original case presented to the Committee, and which the Committee had 
previously considered to be a rriroa facie case, on the basis of which 
Marinov had been listed. It was not the function of the Committee- to P 
further than that, as proof ,>f Marinov’s guilt was a matter to be established 
when he was brought to trial. Moreover, it was against the- principles 
established by the Commission to deny the veracity of evidence submitted by 
member Governments in respect of affidavits supporting cases presented to 
tho Commission, Th<_ Greek G overnment, as a member Government, had submitted 
affidavits which directly substantiated the case previously presented, and 
in view of those* affidavits directly contradicting material wh..c£ had come 
to th... attention of th^ Goiunissiun from the Bulgarian Government, Mr, Kintner 
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» ^ 


thought that the case should stand, and that no further action should be taken 
by the Committee for the removal of Marinov'3 name from the Commission's list. 


Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that he was in general agreement with 
Mr. Kintner's statement, W^en the- case had first been considered by the 
Corcmittoe, Sir Robert himself had felt no doubt as to Marinov's complicity 
in the activities of the organisations of the comitadjis which had 
resulted in the commission of atrocities in the area in question. His 
main doubt had been whether Marinov continued to be responsible for the 
atrocities committed by the regiment forming part of his division and which 
had been placed under German Command, On that point it seemed that the 
additional evidence submitted by the Greek Government in the form of 
affidavits established a definite presumption that Marinov did in fact 
remain in the closest touch with the regiment and that he received regular 
reports on the activities of that regiment. Even if Marinov had not 
actually issued the orders for the atrocities to be committed, he oertainly 
would "Have been in a position, had he wished, to put an end to them. Yet 
there was no evidence to show that he took any such action. In Sir Robert '3 
■ view, therefore, Marinov must be held responsible both for the atrooities • 
committed by members of the comitadjis and for those committed by the 
regiment which was operating in the Fiorina and Kastoria area. Accordingly, 

he considered that Marinov 3 hould remain on the Commission's list. 

• ■ 

M. de BAER said he was very much in accord with the views expressed 
by Mr. Kintner and Sir Robert Craigie. On the question of Marinov's 
association with the comitadjis there seemed little'doubt that he remained 
in the closest touch with members of the various organisations, especially 
when one considered the very short distance between Monastir - Marinov's 
Headquarters - and the border. Moreover, it was clear that Monastir was 
the centre from which the o omitadjis received their orders and also their 
supplies of money, food and other goods which were distributed in the Fiorina 
and Kastoria area. There seemed to be very good prima facie evidence that 
Marinov directed these activities, and had cognizance of the atrocities 
committed. 

As to Marinov's responsibility for atrocities conmitted by the 
regiment under Tchaneff, M, de Baer drew attention to a document issued 
by the Bulgarian Army Staff in which it was stated that "Daily reports should 
be submitted to the Army Staff about the development of the operation". 

(See Doc, ]/l2 f Annex 5» page 15). These reports were to be 
transmitted, not to the German Command, but to tne Bulgarian General 
Staff, and according to military practice the reports would naturally pass 
through the usual hierarchical channels - namely, from Tchaneff to Marinov, 
and from Marinov to the Bulgarian Army Staff, • It seemed unlikely, there¬ 
fore, that Marinov could have remained ignorant of the crimes committed by 
the regiment. Moreover, the case seemed to be further strengthened by the 
fact that this some regiment was eventually ordered by the German 
occupation authorities to depart from Greek soil because of the- atrocities 
which had been committed. 

Dr. NEUMAITN said he agreed entirely with the views expressed. On 
the evidence submitted there appeared to be a prima facie case of Marinov's 
complicity in war crimes committed in the Fiorina and Kastoria atea. 


The Committee, therefore, were unanimously of the opinion that 


Marinov's name should remain on the Commission '3 list of persons clioi-ged 
with war crimes.

IV. PRIORITY LISTS . 

In accordance with the decision of the Committee taken on 4th December 
1946 to introduce Priority Lists whioh would iholude those cases where the 
crimes had been particularly serious and therefore deserving the special 
attention of the investigating teams, it was decided to issue the first list 
which would include the names of persons as agreed by the Committee to date. 

On this question M, de BAER said that he had recently been in touch 
with Col, Draper of War Crimes Group, N,'i7, Europe, who had suggested that with 
regard to the apprehension of such persons there was no reason why the 
investigating : uthorities should not enlist the co-operation of the German 
police. 


The Committee decided that Col, Draper's suggestion should be included 
in an explanatory memorandum to the occupying authorities to be sent out to¬ 
gether with the proposed List of Prioiity Cases, The Secretary was asked 
to prepare such a memorandum for submission to the Committee at its next meeting. 

With regard to past oases involving particularly serions crimes, M, de 
Baer said that he intended screening a3 many as possible of the early cases 
in order to inolude in the Priority List of those where the persons were 
sufficiently identified to give the investigating authorities a reasonable 
chance of finding them. 

The Corrmittee welcomed this suggestion of M. de Baer, entailing ag 
it ’would a great amount of work, but thought that by putting too raary names on 
the Priority Lists, the Conmittee would defeat its own purpose, as the 
investigating teams would not be in the position to give special attention to 
any substantial number of oases. 


V. Request for the release of Lt, General HOERNLEIN. 

Dr, LITAV/SKI reported that a letter dated February 18th, 1947, from 
CR0.7CASS, had been reoeived, asking whether the Commission had any objection 
to the release of Lt, General HOERNLEIN, Walter, Hermann, listed in the 
Commission's List 7, So far no charges against him had been made by any 
National Office,

All the above facts and especially the charges 
against Bohun himself, his deputy Jaksa, his 
supplying officer Gustaw, the specialist in 
robberies and pillage, and the instructor of Bohun*s 
unit the German lieutenant Wolf, have been 
substantiated by the depositions of the above 
mentioned witnesses and especially by the deposition 
of Captain Sulimu and First Lieutenants Zbik and Gora 
of the* training school for sabotage workers.

Sir Robert CRAIGHC opened the discussion and said that he was in 
agreement with the paper 1/34, The Committee then discussed separately 
the four questions raised therein as follows; 

Regarding Question 1. 


7/ill the Committee continue lifting Italian War Criminals when the 


Italian Peace Treaty coines into force? Will the lists of Italian 


war criminals be communicated to the Italian Government? Ine exact 


date of this communication. 


Dr. ZTVKOVIC pointed out that his Government would strongly object 
to the Commission discontinuing the listing of Italian War Criminals. 
Extending his remarks to the second question, he’ added that the value of 
listing Italian war criminals was obvious. The machinery provided for 
in the Peace Treaties was control machinery. The function of the 
Commission remained exactly the same as before the Peace Treaties. 

M. MAILFARD said that the French Government did not want the 
Commission to discontinue listing Italian war criminals. The "purpose 
of his intervention was to make more precise the principles on which the 
decision should be taken, 

Mr. KINTNER was not aware that there was any conflict between the 
Peace Treaties and the terms of reference of the United Nations War 
primes Commission. After having listened to the discussion end 
studied the document 1/84, he found no reason-to alter his point of view,

M. MAILLARD pointed out that the Pcacu Treaty did not mention the 
existence of the Conn At; si on,. 


Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that no far-reaching conclusion could be 
drawn from the fact that the Commission was not mentioned. This did 
not m.an that the work of the Commission was not appreciated or that 
the fact of listing would be contrary to the Peace Treaties, The 
reason probably was that the Soviet Union was not a member of the 
Commission* 

M. MAILLARD asked for an explanation of the attitude of the 
Commission to the question of communicating the lists to the Italian 
Government, 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE expressed the opinion that the Commission 
should, in this respect, be guided by considerations of expediency 
and should wait until the Italian Government raised the question, 

• 

M. <3e BAER agreed that the question of communicating the lists to 
the Italian Government should not bo decided as long as the Commission 
had not been asked for the lists by the Italian Government. 

Mr. KININER expressed his agreement with Sir Robert CRAIGIE^ and 
M # de Bi\ER f s point of view. 

The Committee unanimously decided regarding question 1: 

(a) to reeaxend that the Commission should continue listing 

Italian war criminals, 

(b) to recommend that the Commission should wait, before deciding 

on the question of communicating the lists to the 
Italian Government, until a request be received from the 
Italian Government, 

Regarding question 2; 

(2) What in the value of listing Italian ffqr Criminals by the 

Commission in view of the new machinery envisaged in the 

Italian t^eace Treaty? 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE expressed his agreement with the reply proposed 
in Doc, l/84 and added that the Committee should go even further. 

The value of listing Italian Vor Criminals was not restricted to the 
treatment of those to be surrendered from Italy, but applied also to 
persons to be surrendered from Germany and occupied countries in 
general, and between the Allies. - Insofar as the Italians in question 
were not in Italy, the present procedure would continue to apply, and 
as for as the persons in question are in Italy, listing by the 
Commission would be a valuable guide not only to the four Ambassadors, 
but also to the Italian- Government itself, because he did not think the 
Italian Government would take every case of a war criminal to the 
Ambassadors, ’ • 

M. de BAER asked whether the Ambassadors did know that the Commission 
was in existence, 

I 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that it would be useful if they were 
informed by a 3 hort note that the Commission was continuing the listing 
of war criminals. 

The Secretary to Committee III (Dr, SCHWELB) referred to Art, 29 
of the Italian Armistice, where a reference was contained to lists of 
the United Nations, though not to the UN7/CC, which had not yet been 
brought into existence at the time of the Italian surrender. 

The Secretary to Committee I (Dr.LITAWSKl) asked whether the four 
Ambassadors should not be provided with the Commission's lists. 
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Sir Robert CRAIGIE thought that the Commission should dea}. with 
individual eases as they arose and suggested adopting to this question 
the sane attitude as had boon agreed to concerning the question 
whether the Italian Government should be furnished with the lists. 

He thought, hov^ver, that a short statement on the Commission 1 s 
activities should be made available to the Ambassadors. 

Dr. SCHRiJvl r NIEIx)EN, M. de BAER and Mr, KINTNER agreed with Sir 

Robert Craigie^ proposal.

Dr, ZIVKCVIC mentioned that, when the Italian Peace Treaty come 
into force, he would suggest to the Commission the cormunication of the 
lists of Italian war criminals both to the Italian Government and to the 
four ambassadors. If the Commission, for diplomatic reasons, could not 
comply with this request, the Yugoslav Government would send the lists 
directly, having just resumed diplomatic relations with the Italian 
Republic, 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE questioned tho practical advantage of sending 
to the .Ambassadors and to the Italian Government lists containing 
22,000 names. 

Dr, ZIVKOVIC replied that he was thinking only of submitting the 
names of Italian war criminals which were on the UNWCC lists, 

Mr, KINTNER added that in his opinion one or more of the ambassadors 
wore already in possession of the Commissions lists. 

The Committee unanimously agreed that it will continue to be valuable 
that names of Italians accused of war crimes should be listed by tho 
Conmission. * 

Regardjpg Question 3: 

(3) Can, when the Italian Treaty comes into force. Italian prisoners 
of war be tried by Allied authorities in v/hoae custody they are 

without the approval of the Italian Government?

Sir Robert CRAIGIE expressed his agreement with the respective 
reasoning of Doc, l/84. 

The Secretary to Ccirmittee I referred to Art.73 of tho Geneva 
Prisoners of War Convention of 1929, according to \iiiich prisoners of 
war who are subject to criminul proceedings for a crime or offence at 
common law, may be detained until the end of the proceedings, and, if 
need be, until the expiration of the sentence. The same applied to 
prisoners convicted of a crime or offence at common law. As war 
. crimes wore mostly also offences at common law, this was an additional 

reason for the view adopted in Doc.1/64. 

Sir Robert CRAICIEsaid tint Dr, Litawski's was a valuable 
addition,

The Secretary to Committee I further suggested that in line 3 of 
the second paragraph of the reply to question 3, the words "or are to 
be tried" shoulc3 be inserted. 

The reply proposed in Doc.l/8A was unanimously agreed to with the 
additions proposed by the Secretary to Committee I. 

Regarding Question 4: 

'iJj Can. when the Italian Peace Treaty comes into force. Italian war 
criminals, who are in the custody of States different from the 
State which demands them and who are on the"United Nations War 
Crimes Commission l ists! be- handed over by the custodian Government

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Sir Robert CRAIGIE was of the opinion that there was no doubt about 
the correctness of the reply proposed in l/34. 


M, MAILIAKD asked whether the Italian Government should be kept 
informed of such operations. 

The Secretary to Committoo I (Dr,LITAWSKI) 3aid that tho approval 
or consent of the Italian Government was not necessary but that the 
general provisions of the Fri3oners of "'or Convention as to notification 
could be applied. 


With this addition, tho proposed reply to question 4 v/as unanimously 
agreed. On the notion of the Chairman, it wus further agreed that a 
draft report in the sense of this discussion, based on Dr, Schwelb's 
paper, having rogard to the additions suggested by Dr, LITAWSKI, be 
prepared by Dr, SCHWELB.

It wa3 further agreed thot Dr, SCHWELB should draw up a 3hort

II, Exploitation of the Black Market as a War Crime, 

The French Case No,4695. (Poc.IIl/81, 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE found himself in full agreement with the report 
III/81. 

iVi . do BAER had always looked on the question of looting as a 
difficult one. In his opinion different words should be used for 
looting by individuals as distinguished from looting organised by 
authorities. Even regarding looting by individuals, a distinction 
should be made between cases where the looting occurred during battle or 
incidents which)happened without any regard to military operations, if, 
e,g, poor peasants were robbed of their cattle. Whore looting v/as 
organised by the occupying authorities, other expressions should be used 
to describe the crime, General do Baer fully agreed v/ith Dr, Schv/elb's 
conclusions as to the accused No.l and thought Committee I would follow 
him also as to the other accused. 

The Secretary to Committee III, (Dr,SCHWELB), said that tho 
difficulty was that tho operations charged in this case could not bo 
brought under the heading "pillage" or "plunder" because it was 
expressly stated in the charge that the German purchasing agencies paid 
the highest prices in the black market, "Pillage" implied that the goods 
were taken from the victim against the victim's will and without 
consideration. Therefore he had made an attempt to approach the 
question from the point of view that there were violations of Art.49 of 
the Hague Regulations on the one hand, and of -urt.43 ° n the other, 

M. do BjjiiR said thet the case did not come under any of the 3? 
headings adopted as the working list of this Commission, He 
suggested that perhaps a new item should bo added to this list. Ho 
had tried to formulate such an item, but v/as not yet satisfied with his 
attempts. He dro./ attention to the item "debasement of currcncv" in the 
1919 list and said that the present case came very near to it. 
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Mr. KINTNER suggested "Conspiracy to loot and plunder by systematic 
disobedience to the laws in force in the occupied country* 11 

The Secretary to Committee I (Dr. LITAWSKI) recalled that Committee I 
had often listed persons for the violation of the general provisions of 
Article 43 of the*Hague Regulations. 

Mr. KINTNER repeated his opinion that the Committee were faced with 
a conspiracy to violate municipal law and thereby to exploit the economy 
of the occupied country. How low to go in the hierarchical scxile in 
fastening the responsibility for the conspiracy on the individual accused, 
was a matter of fact to be considered by Committee I. 

Dr. SCHRAM-NIELSEN naked whom the Committee considered an accomplice 
in this crime, whether every soldier who made a purchase on the black 
market or only those who had planned and organised the scheme. 

Sir Robert CRAXGIE was of the opinion that the Committoo wanted to 
inculpate only the principal offenders and to limit the criminal 
responsibility for these offonces to the actual organisers at the top 
and the main instruments of the policy. 

4 

The Secretary to Committee III pointed out that tho 1919 list had 
boon adopted by this Commission only with great reservations as a working 
list and had not been acted upon by Committee I as a dcoumont binding in 
that only items contained in the list would bo considered war crimes. To 
the list of 32 items there had been added ip the first year of the 
Coimission’s existence a 33rd item (indiscriminate mass arrest, etc.) 
and in view of the fact that the list had not been the real basis of 
Committee I's activities, and that it had boen subject to criticism by 
eminent writers, it would perhaps be of doubtful advantage to add a 34th 
item to the list. With regard to the construction of the crime as 
conspiracy, the Secretary to Committee III recalled that the Nuremberg 
Judgment had rejected the charge for conspiracy to corrmit war crimes and 
crimes against humanity and had accepted only the conspiracy to wage 
aggressive war. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE pointed out that the Committee were not dealing 
with a new crime, but with the fact that the wholesale exploitation of 
tho econony of the occupied territory, contrary to the lav/, was a war 
crime. The Coimittee was not suggesting that this was a new war crime, 
but the application of existing law, as far as the people at the top 
were concerned who were responsible for this organised illegal exploita¬ 
tion. The.Coimittee was, in fact, faced with two crimes, namely with 
the exacting of exorbitant contributions and the breach of the lex loci. 
Sir Robert Craigie also asked M. Maillard to arrange for the submission of 
additional evidence by the French National Office to show that the black 
market operations were contrary to the lex loci. 

M. MAILLARD said that additional information on the point would be 
given by his National Office as requested. 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE suggested that the Committee should wait until 
this additional information was forthcoming and then formulate its final 
report, 1 

If, de BAER agreed. 

Mr. KINTNER suggested that the Committee should adopt the paper 
III /tel, because all wore in agreement that Dr. Schwelb hod correctly 
interpreted the law in this document, and then wait till the French 
National Office had introduced additional information. 
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Dr, 3CHRAM-NIELSEN desoribod pccurronces which had happened in 
occupied Ibnmark. An official of the German occupation authorities 
had inserted advertisements seeking to purchase certain scarce goods, 
viz. nails. When he got replies to tho advertisements, the German 
official tried to induce tho respective merchants to sell tho goods in 
disregard of the price regulations which were then in force and without 
applying for tho permit from the Danish authorities which was necessary 
under Danish lav/. Dr, Schram-Niolsen asked Dr. Schwelb whether cases 
of this kind were covored by his paper. 


Ihe SECRETjJ?Y to Committee HI replied that, in his opinion, these 
activities fell under the scope of tho paper. The action described by 
Dr. Schram-Niolsen was an organised instigation, by the occupying 
authorities, to commit offences under the law in force in the country 
which was a violation of the occupants* duty to respect the law in force. 
He also asked Dr, Schram-Nielson to let the Secretariat havo a description 
in writing, of those activities in order that they could be mentioned as 
additional examples in the Coixiittoo's report. 

Dr. NEUMANN pointed out that in his opinion the exploitation was a 
war crime and the black market was only the method of canmitting the 
crime. The crime consisted in disorganising the national economy by 
organising the black market and it did not matter whether the black 
market was or was not legal under French law. 

Dr. ZIVKOVIC raised the question whether every violation of the 
Hague Regulations was a war crime. In his opinion this was not the 
case. It was, therefore., important in the present case to point out 
that the black market had been exploited to loot the French national 

economy, 

M. MAILLAKD tigreed with the opinion expressed by Dr. Neumann. 
Reference to a breach of the lex loci was not necessary, and the black 
market was only one example of illegal exploitation, 

Mr. KINTNER was of the opinion that all members woro agreed on tho 
principles and that the application should be left to Committee I, 

M. do BAER said that the discussion in Committee III on this 
important question should be recordod as precisely as possible because 
it would have to be incorporated in the history of the Commission and 
would form an important contribution to tho clarification and 
development of the international law on the subject. 


Dr. ZIVKOVIC repeated that the crime consisted in the organised 
scientific looting. Because it was difficult to prove this crime by 
clear evidence, the Committee had to couple it with local law. The 
occupying authorities had committed an offence; such breach of the 
law was not in itself sufficient to say that they had committed a war 
crime. The war crime consisted in the looting, The two elements 
must be present. 


Dr. NEUMANN drew further attention to the fact that there were also 
price controls in Germany and that the Gormans, in participating in the 
black market, were also violating their own lav/. 


The Secretary to Committee III agreed with Dr. Zivkovic’s proposi¬ 
tion that not every violation of a rule of international law was a war 
crime. It was, therefore, necessary to draw a distinction between acts 
violating international provisions which did not entail criminal 
rc sponsi'bility and suca violations as constituted war crimes. In his 
opinion the line of demarkation could be drawn only by reference to «.hc 
general principles of criminal lav/ as recognir.ed by civilised nations. 
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If the violation of a rale of the Hague Regulations simultaneously 
constituted an offence against the general principles of criminal law, 
then it also constituted a war crime. If it did not constitute a 
violation of the criminal law, as applied by civilized nations, then 
it was not a war crime. For the purpose of this demarkation, 
reference to the* municipal lav/ was therefore necessary. Exploitation 
as such v/as not a crime either under municipal law or in international 
law, if it was legitimate. Exploitation of an employer by an employee 
may be objectionable from the point of view of eoonomic ethics, but it 
wa3, in general, not criminal under present law. Only such exploitation 
as violated positive provisions of penal lav/, was criminal. 

Dr. SCHRAM-NIELSEN pointed out that looting and pillage pre¬ 
supposed that the object v/as taken from the victim against his will 
and without payment,

Dr. ZIVKOVIC suggested the use of the term "illegal economic 
exploitation" which, in it3 effect, was analogous to pill ago, 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said that the activities in order to constitute 
a war crime must be seriously prejudicial to the economy of the country. 

The Secretary to Committee III was charged to draw up a paper 
having regard to to-day's discussion. This new draft would then be 
discussed in a further meeting of the Committee, 

Monsieur de BAER left the meeting at this point,

Minutes of the Meeting held on 6th March, 1947, were approved. 


II, Case of Dr. MADORI (Poos. X/71 and l/77) « 


M. de BAER recalled the Committee’s decision of 4th December, 1946 
when it was decided to adjourn further discussion of the case in order that 
the Yugoslav National Office might produce definite evidence showing ilaiwri* 
complicity in the burning down of the library at Ljubljana; and to 
establish whether the surrender of Madori liad been requested by Yugoslavia, 
The latter point had already been clarified (see Doc, 1/ 77)* With regard 
to the former point, M. de Baer drew attention to the statement submitted by 
the Yugoslav National Office, dated 17th March, 1947, which had been 
circulated to members of the Committee. According to that statement it 
appeared that Madori took a leading and personal part in the burning down 
of the library at Ljubljana, as had been testified by five eye-witnesses. 

Sir Robert CHAIG1E asked the Yugoslav representative whether the 
witnesses had testified to personally seeing Madori take part in the

Dr, ZIVKOVlC replied in the affirmative, 
- the librarian - was himself a victim. 


adding that one of the 














The Coimittou unanimously agreed, therefore, that Madori's name 
should remain on tlie Commission's list of persons charged with war crimes. 

With regard to the accused's complaint that he had been held in 
custody since June, 1945, 14'. LITAVSKI drew attention to the fact that 
Kadori had demanded that sonic action be taken with regard to his detention, 

M. de BAER thought this to be- quite a legitimate demand, raid asked 
whether anything could be done to'hasten Madori's surrender. 

Dr. ZIVKOVlC said that the request for Madori's surrender had first 
been made by his Government over a year ago, but that the request had been 
more or less shelved. His Government had hoped that the Allied military. 
authorities would proceed with the handing over of Italian war criminals, but 
since the Peace Treaty with Italy had been signed his Government had been 
advised to contact the Italian Government direct. The Yugoslav Government 
had just recently appointed its Minister in Rome, and Dr. Zivkovi6 said he 
would a3k that the Italian Government be approached in order to secure 
Madori's surrender with the least possible delay. 

The Committee decided that a reply should be sent to Madori's 
lawyers, to the effect that the case of '-heir client had been very oarefully 
re-considered, and that the Commission had found no reason to reverse its 
original decision to place Madori's name on the list of persons accused of 
war crimes; and further, that the Commission had been informed by the 
Yugoslav representative that all possible steps would be taken oo hasten 
the surrender of Madori in order that he may stand his trial with the least 
possible delay.

Monsieur de BAER said that on 1st May, 1947, the Ethiopian Minister 
had personally presented to the Secretary-General two dossiers containing charges 
against Marshal Badoglio and Marshal Graaiani, who were charged with having 
committed war crimes in 1935-1936, during the Italo-Abyssinian war. In an 
interview with the Chairman, Lord Wright, at which the Secretary-General and 
himself were also present, Lord Wright had informed the Ethiopian Minister of the 
ConnisBioh’s^ecision, of 26th March, 1947, that the Commission did not consider 
itself competent to assume- jurisdiction over crimes comnitted by the Italians in 
Ethiopia between 1935 and 1936, The Minister was apparently aware that the T 
Treaty afforded alternative means of applying for the extradition of Italian war 
criminals - but he requested that the Commission should acknowledge receipt of the 
dossiers, and he would communicate the Commission's decision to his Government, 


Dr, LITA'./GKI said that the Secretary-General had already acknowledged 
receipt of those dossiers. 


Sir Robert CRAIGI2 said that in the letter acknowledging receipt of the 
dossiers the Commission's decision of 26th March, 1947, which had already been 
given ve-rV>llv by the Chairman of the Commission to the Etniopian Minister, should 
h — j0 been stated.

Monsieur de BAER, on behalf of the Committee, extended a very warm 
welcome to members of the Polish Supreme Court and of the Polish Bar who 
attended the Meeting as guests, namely to Monsieur BZOWSKI, Monsieur 
TOMOROWICZ and Monsieur KULCZYCKI. 

Monsieur de Baer said it was a great honour and a great pleasure 
to welcome them, and to meet again Dr. CYPRIAN with whom the members of the 
Commission had had the most pleasant association during the time in which he 
nad regularly represented his Government on the Commission. 

Monsieur BZOY/SKI replied on behalf of the Polish delegation and 
thanked if* C. **3 . leur dc Baer for the CourVLtee’s welcome. 

Monsieur de BAER then called upon Dr. Cyprian to give his report. 

Dr, CYPRIAN said that his report concerned the Auschwitz Concentration 
Camp Trial which had recently taken place in 'Warsaw and which was perhaps one 
of the most interesting trials of its kind - not perhaps as to the legal 
aspects of the trial, but in relation to the actual facts concerning the 
Auschwitz Camp itself. 
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Dr. CYPRIAN then gave his report which was as follows:- 

"A few weeks ago, in Warsaw, the trial of Rudolf Hoess 
ended. He was the notorious commandant of the Auschwitz 
concentration camp, which was set up by the Germans in the 
small peaceful town of Oswi§cim in occupied Poland, 

'•There have been many trials of concentration aomps 
personnel, for there were many well-known camps - Belsen, 
Dachau, Ravensbriick, Duchcnwald, find others, 

"But Auschwitz was different, 

"Over three million people perished there - more than in 
all the other camps together. Also, the camp was not merely 
a concentration camp, but a powerful instrument for the 
extermination of whole nations, where scientific methods of 
mass murder were planned,tested and applied; and, lastly, 
Auschwitz was run by a German, who was neither a sadist, nor 
an ordinary oriminal. 

"The trial vn3 quite short - it lasted for about three 
weeks - was held before the Supreme National Tribunal in 
Warsaw, and the number of witnesses did not exceed some 
sixty-odd persons, 

"The witnesses came from every country of Europe, whoso 
nationals had been inmates of the camp; several States sent 
their official representatives as observers - there were, 
among others, British, American, French and R u ssian 
observers, 

"The trial was conducted simultaneously in five languages, 
in the same way as at Nuremberg, and the foreigi Press had 
every facility provided, 

"Hoess pleaded guilty to putting to death about two 
million people, was convicted of having caused the deaths 
of over three million people, end sentenced to death and 
hanged in the camp of Auschwitz, where he was taken for that, 
purpose. Neither the public nor the Press wfere admitted 
to watch the execution, 

"In the verdict, he was found guilty of: 

- Membership in the criminal organisations known *13 
NSDAP and SS, and of taking part in the conspiracy to wage 
war and to plan and carry out tTlc extermination of people; 

- Being commandant of the Auschwitz camp, where about 
300,000 people perished as the result of rrril-treatment, 
killings, medical experiments, starvation and other forms 

of torture purposely inflicted upon them by the whole of the 
camp personnel, acting on thu orders of the defendant; 

- Putting to death in gas chambers about throe million 
people, most of them Jews and Poles; 

• Causing the deaths of about 12,000 Russian prisoners- 
of-war, brought to the comp contra ly to the laws and customs 
of war, as laid davn in thu Fourth Convention of the Hague; 
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- Organising tae wholesale robbery frcm the inmates 
of all valuables, jewellery and clothing, which was later 
sent to the German Reich for distribution amongst the 
German population, 

'*The trial was held under Polish procedure, and the 
Polish municipal law wan applied, embodying the principles 
established during the Nuremberg Trial, 

"That is a short summary of the judicial aspect of 
this trial, but it has another side, which is even more 
important. 

"Three million people killed in one single camp in 
five years’ time is something that goes beyond the 
imagination of civilized man. 

• 

"The murder of ten or of a hundred people is something 
that can be understood by the ordinary citizen, find would 
be considered as an appalling crime, 

"But the killing of people by the million surpasses 
the limits of our imagination, and ttie victims cease to 
be regarded as human beings and become a mere number. They 
are no more "murdered" - they are "liquidated'', and the 
word 'crime" almost loses its normal meaning, 

"And here lies the great difference of opinion on war 
crimes and crimes against humanity prevailing in thi3 
country / as well as in other countries of ',7estern Europe / 
and in Poland, 

"This difference of opinion is the real source of the 
differing points of view on the German problem as a whole. 

"For the lucky people ,:ho did not suffer under the 
German occupation - or who, although their countries were 
occupied, we re treated rather more decently - things like 
Auschwitz camp are something appalling but remote, devoid 
of their gruesome reality, 

"For us, the Auschwitz, camp was a terrible reality - 
there is hardly one family in Poland that did not l03e 
some relative in this camp; out of every twenty 
inhabitants of Poland, one perislxed in Auschwitz. Besides, 
we must not forget that there were many other similar 
caiaps in Poland, 

"Looking at Hoe3s during the trial / I was leading 
the prosecution /, I could not help thinking that he did 
not realise in his deep conscience that he was responsible 
for the deaths of three million people, although he 
confessed freely that he gave all the orders for 
exterminating them by tens of thousands daily in the gas 
chambers, 

"He was cool, quiet and very accurate in the matter of 
figures - once, he denied having gassed tun thousand victims 
at a time because, as be said, the capacity of the gas 
chambers did not exceed eight thousand. 

"He was indignant when it was mentioned that, owing to 













"the shortage of poison gps, he had ordered the 
administration of a quantity too small to cause 
immediate death. He assured the Court that he always 
had sufficient quantities of gas for the daily routine 
work. 


"He declared that, on the orders of Himmler, he 
undertook the work of the wholesale extermination of 
Jews, that they were to be followed by the Polos, 
and he not only did not hesitate in the fulfillment 
of this task,but he endeavoured to fulfil it to the 
best of his ability. He was 3orry that he had not 
accomplished his task, although he had done his best. 

f . , 

"■/hen I myself asked him how he could have 
exterminated children by tens of thousands and. at the 
same time, be a perfect father to his own five 
children, he replied that he- never thought of these 
unlucky children as something worthy of consideration - 
they wore to be exterminated by the order of Himmler - 
and that was all there was to it, 

"Questioned about his conscience, he replied that 
he was an SS. man and in the SS. there was no conscience 
there wa3 the order of superior authorities only and no 
questions were o.sked. He never admitted oven the 
possibility of reflecting as to whether an order night 
be wrong or unlawful. 

"This was the man, Hoess - not a sadist / he never 
kicked 01 beat anybody himself /, and not an ordinary 
criminal, 

"Hoess was a perfect product of the German race, ho 
was no worse and no better than the average SS. man of 
his rank and intelligence; he was only more efficient 
than the others. 

"7/e Poles saw in the dock not him, Hoess - lie did 
not interest us very much as an individual - but we saw 
in the dock the German nation which had been capable of 
setting up a regime intended to exterminate a whole 
nation, of educating individuals like Hoess and using 
them for its criminal aims. 

"During the trial we were told that, throughout the 
whole of Germany, young couples applied for the prams 
brought by thousands from Auschwitz whore people had 
arrived with their chattels, halving been toll that they 
were going to settle on the land, 

"77e heard of complaints made by those young couples 
that the prams and children's clothing which they got 
were blood-stained. 


"77e were told that tho victims had their hair sut off 
/all the women inmates of the camp had their heads shaven, 
too / and that in one y<-ar alone 60 tons of women's hair 
was made up in Germany into slippers. 


'The witnesses told us that gold teeth t'Jeon from the 
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"corpses were malted down into gold bars and in one year 6 
tons of gold were sent to the German Reichsbank, The 
jewellery was sold in Switzerland in such quantities that 
if flooded the Swiss market for quite a long time, 

"The camp sent to Germany about 20 railway wagons weekly 
full of clothing to be distributed to bombed-out people, 

"These were the facts. Could we not see the German 
nation in the dock? Did nobody in Germany know where all 
these goods came from? 

"Hoess was not an exception, he was an average SS, 
man, and he behaved accordingly. He was quiet, undisturbed, 
very accurate in the matter of figures, and very well 
disciplined. He was aware that he would have to pay with 
his life because his German leaders had lost the war. He 
was conscious of it and he declared it in a matter-of-fact 
manner, 

"But he was only a tool, a very efficient tool, of course, 
willing to serve and to do his best. Behind him was the 
German '.'ill to dominate the world: 

"'Heute gehOrt uns Deutschland, morgen die ganze '.Veit 1 
as the German youth song goes, 

"This domination was to be achieved not by peaceful 
methods, but by exterminating peoples, by getting "Land ohne 
Volk" / Land -without people / to settle Germans in,

"The J ws were to be exterminated first, then the Poles, 
then the Czechs and Russians, Maybe the English were further 
down on the waiting list, but the list was long ,., 

"That is the reason why we regard these trials fraa 
quite a different point of view than you English do - we were 
nearer to the gas chambers. For your country, Goering and 
Ribbentrop foresaw a better future; as it was revealed at 
Nuremberg - England was to be converted into an agricultural 
country, to rear sheep ahd to spin wool; only the English 
children were to be taken to Germany to be educated as 
Germans, 

"Our children were to be taken to the gas chambers - and 
they were in fact taken there. So, no wonder that we look 
at the German reality with different eyes, and I hope you will 
not mind my saying frankly what we think, Frank speech 
makes good friends and, after all, we have no grievance 
against you, but against the Germans - the only thing wo 
ask of you is that you should understand our struggle for 
life and death, 

"The Hoess trial was a warning to Eur >pe, a warning of 
the future awaiting all peaceful nations if the Germans / n t 
only a handful of top Nazis / could have had their way, 

"It depends on you and on us whether or not there' will be 
another German attempt to dominate the world. 


This question is far more important than many purely 









"the 01 otical legal considerate <ns, and for that reason 
I decided to speak on it to my British friends, *. 7 ith 
whom I worked during the war to set 15 : the foundations 
of international justice," 


Dr. CTPRIAN explained that he had thought it important to state 
these facts, as seen from the Polish point of view, since the trial of 
Rudolf Hoess was regarded by the Polish people as the most symbolic of 
war crimes trials held so far. It was not merely a question of an 
individual having committed heinous crimes, but of a man who had exterminated 
over three million peoole, and exterminated them under the orders of his 
superiors simply tftfc© room" for Germans. 

Monsieur de BAER, on behalf of Committee I, expressed his 
gratitude to Dr. Cyprian for his extremely interesting and enlightening 
report. The Committee were, of course, acquainted with all that had taken 
place in the Auschwitz Concentration Camp, but it was nevertheless 
desirable to have the facts stated in so concise and vivid a way as Dr. 
Cyprian had just stated them. 

I 

Monsieurde Baer then said he would ask the Chairman of the 
Commission, Lord Wright, to 3 ay a few words to the members of the Polish 
delegation. 

Lord WAIGIJT said that he was very proud and happy to welcome* Dr. 
Cyprian again. While he Lad been a member of the Commission his 
colleagues had many times profited by Dr. Cyprian's wisdjci and learning. 

Lord Wright \/ent on to say that the English people had always felt 
the greatest regard for the honour of the Polish nation. That nation had 
been remarkable for maintaining their nationalexistence under very hard 
conditions such as had existed for about the last one hundred and fifty 
years - except during the period betweeh the two world wars when Poland 
had enjoyed its independence. During this latter period when the nation had 
becx^/ /in possession of their magnificent sea-port at Gdynia, they had greatly 
developed their export trade and their shipping, and it was a very great 
shock to the English people, as a maritime nation, to see the Polish people 
deprived of those advantages. Moreover, it was not forgotten that in a 
sense Europe was saved almost three hundred years ago by John III Sobieski, 
King of P 0 land, when he defeated and drove back the Turks just as they 
‘ were nearing the gates of Vienna, 

In conclusion L 0 rd Wright thanked the- Polish delegates for 

coming, and said the Commission was proud to welcome them.

Dr.•CYPRIAN, in replying, said that he had the very pleasant 
task of conveying, in the mime of his country, the appreciation and thanks 
of his colleagues and of himself for the hearty welcome they had all 
received. The-v hoped to meet some members of the Commission again in 
Poland where, either at 3 ome future war crimes trial or six.irly as gjiests, 
they would be assured of a warm and friendly welcome*.

II. Questions of Procedure, 

Sir Robert CRAIGIE said ho wished to submit one or two general 
observations to the Committee for consideration. Firstly, Sir Robert said, 
he had been increasingly impressed with the necessity for Coran^ttee I to 
confine itself at the present stage of its work to the more serious and 
important cases of war crimes, such as those of murder or ill-treatment. 
Secondly, he felt that the Committee should demand rather fuller evidenoe 
with regard to eaoh case than it had done hitherto. 

Sir Robert said that there wa3 an impression in this country that 
the trials of war criminals had already dragged on too long. This sentiment 
waB, of course, largely based on ignorance of the real situation,in particular 
with regard to the occupied countries, but it was a situation which he felt 
ought to be taken into acoount, and the Commission should be in a position 
to state at this stage, two years after the war, that it was really dealing 
with cases of a serious nature. In so far as he was concerned, Sir Robert 
wished to ask the Cormittee that cases submitted in future shcxild contain 
not only sources of evidenoe e,g. names of witnesses, but also summaries of 
the evidence itself. Such a request should not impose too much additional 
work on the National Offices because if proceedings were to be initiated 













against the persons charged, the authorities concerned must in any case 
prepare the necessary evidence* It was not, perhaps, necessary to request 
affidavits,which would entail a somewhat heavy burden as far as translation 
was concerned, but there should be in all cases suiamaries of the evidence cn 
which the Committee could base its decisions*

THE AUSCHWITZ TRIAL IN WARSAW 


n 


A few weeks ago, in Warsaw, tiie trial of Rudolf Hoess ended. 


He was the notorious commandant of the Auschwitz concentration 
camp, which was set up by the Germans in the small, peaceful town 
of Oiwifcim in occupied Poland. 

i, There have been many trials of concentr ation carnpr personnel, 
for there were many well-known camps - belsen, Dachau, Ravens- 
brhok, Buchenwuld, and others. 

» But Auschwitz was different. 


in 


Over three million people perished there - more than/all the 
other camps together. Also, the camp was not merely a concentration 
camp, but a powerful instrument for the extermination of whole 

I 

nations, where scientific methods of macs murder were planned, 
tested ana applied; and, lastly, Ausonwitz was run by a Lermau, 


who was neither a sadist, nor on ordinary criminal. 

Tile trial was quite short - it lasted for about throe \veeks - 
was held before the Supreme national Tribunal in Warsaw, and the 
number of witnesses did not exceed some sixty-odd persons. 

I, The witnesses came from every country of Europe, whose 
nationals had oeen inmates of ti.o camp; several States sent their 

official representatives as observers - tuere were, amen,' others, 
British, American, French and Russian observers. 

i The trial was conducted sii ul taneousl^ in live Ion* uaf es 

m the seme way as at Nuremberg, and the foreign Pross had every 
> ici 1 i t\ or c \ i u ed . 
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Ooc. pleuoed to putting to death about two million 


people, was convicted of having caused the deaths of over three 

llC ^ 

million people, sentenced to death and hanged in the camp of 
Auschwitz, where he was tauen for that purpose. Neither the 


public nor the Press were admitted to watch the execution. 
In the verdict, he was found guilty of: 


- Membership in the criminal associations hnown as llSLAP and 
SS, and of tahing part in the conspiracy to wage war and to plan 
and carry out the extermination of people; 

- Being, commandant of the Auschwitz camp, where about 300,000 

« 

people perished as the result of mal-treatment, hillings, medical 
experiments, starvation and other forms of torture purposely 
inflicted upon them by the whole of the camp personnel, acting on 
the orders of tho defendant; 

- Putting to death in gas chambers about tnreo million people, 

« 

most of them Jews and Poles; 

- Causing the deaths of about 12,000 Russian prisoners-of-war, 
brought tc the camp contrary to the laws and customs of war, as 
laid down in the Fourth Convention of The Hague. 


- Organizing the wholesale rcboery from the inmates of all 
valuables, jewellery and clothing, which was later sent to the 
German Reich for distribution amongst the German popule+ion. 

The trial was held under Polish orocedure, and the Polish 


municipal low was applied, embodying the principles established 
during the ;iurQMber c Trial.

And here lies the great difference of opinion on war crimes 
and crimes against humanity prevailing in this country /as well as

This difference of opinion is the real source of the 
differing points of view on the German problem as a whole, 

Per the lucky peoples who did not suffer under the German 
occupation ~ or who, although their countries were occupied, were 
treated ratlier more decently - things Tike Auschwitz camp are 
something appalling out remote, devoid of their gruesome reality. 

S'or us, the Auschwitz camp was a terrible reality - thei e is 
hardly one family in Poland that did not lose some relative in 
this camp; out of every twenty inhabitants of Poland, one perished 
in Auschwitz, besides, we must not forget that there were many 
other similar camps in Poland. 

looking at lloess during the trial /I was leading the pro¬ 
secution/, I could not help thinking that he did not realize in 
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a

uis deep oonseieziee that he was responsible for the deaths of 
t*ree million people, although he confessed freely that he pave 
.al] the orders for exterminating them by tens of thousands daily 
in the gas chambers. 

I-ie was cool, quiet and very accurate in the matter of figures - 
once, he denied having gassed ten thousand victims at a time 
because, as he said, the capacity of the gas chambers did not 
exceed eight thousand. 

He was indignant when it v/as mentioned that, owing to the 
shortage of poison gas, he had ordered the administration of a 
quantity too small to cause immediate death. lie assured the Court 
that he always had sufficient quantities of gas for the daily 
routine war!:.

UNITED NATIONS WAR CRIMES COMMISSION 


Amendment to the Sunmary Minutes of the 
Meeting of Committee I 
held on 22nd May, 1947 


At M. de Baer's request his statement on page 2 has been 
amended to read as follows: 


"Monsieur de BAER said that he had himself 
obtained that his own National Office should 
submit more fully substantiated oases and pointed 
out that seme other National Offioes were also 
submitting very complete charges,in which case 
the Committee's recommendation would not apply to 
them. In his opinion the Committee should, 
however, exercise discretion when insisting on 
further evidence,as there v<ore some Governments 
which desired to have a complete picture of war 
crimes oonmitted against their own nationals, and 
wished to submit 3ome oases even when there was 
little or no hope of bringing the accused to trial"
